Newspaper Writers Puzzled Over 
Substitution Of Kire For Ireland 
The casting of “Treland” into the 

limbo of forgotten things, and its 
substitution by “Eire”, has provided 
a nice little problem for newspaper 
writers, Even now they do not seem 
to have solved it to their complete 
satisfaction. ‘The question is: if we 
cannot use ‘“Treland,” are we still 
justified in using “Irish” as the ad- 
jective? 

When the recent two-country con- 
ference was taking place many pap- 
ers apparently decided that “Trish” 
was not admissible; they referred to 
it as the “Anglo-Kire” Conference. 
Others, mostly in the provinces, 
stuck tenaciously to “Irish” and per- 
sisted in referring to it as the “An- 
gilo-Irish” conference. 

There should be an authoritative 
ruling on this point, which has 4 cer- 
tain subtlety likely to lead to a 
permanent variance in newspaper 
practice, 

Is “Eire” the adjective as well as 
the noun—if not, what is the proper 
adjective and should it be used? 
Should one refer to the “Irish” peo- 
ple, the “Hire” people, or “‘the people 
of Hire”? 

At the moment it would seem that 
“Trish” will continue in use, Most 
of the Irish papers, including Mr. 
de Valera’s own party mouthpiece, 
used it.on commenting on the recent 
conference. It alsq forms part of 
the title of at least thrée prominent 
Irish newspapers,

Proper Treatment Of Seed Will 
Destroy Spores Of Sraut 
Rootrots And Moulds 
Much experimental work Has been 
done to devise methods for the pre- 
vention of losses. from fungous and 
bacterial diseases ‘which are seed- 
borne. It has been shown generally 
that any benefits derived from seed 
treatment can be traced, ag & rule, 
to the control of organisms which 
are present either on or in the seed 
or in the seed bed. Some « experi- 
ments seem to show that treatment 
of disease free-need produces bene- 
fits in the form of stimulation. This 
is not necessarily true, since dis-

The average annual loss in Canada 
from cereal smut diseases for the 
Period 1920-23 wes estimated to be 
over $12,000,000. During the 12- 
year period 1920-1982, 20,000,000 
bushels of western Canadian wheat 
were graded smutty. This repre- 
sented a direct loss of approximately 
$2,000,000 due to the reduction in 
grade alone, A quite differént dis- 
ease is common rootrot which is 
widespread and .often severe on 
cereals in the prairie provinces. 
Losses from this trouble were est!- 
mated at $6,500,000 annually in Sas- 
katchewan for the three-year period 
ending in 1930. A recént’survey of 
available seed records show that about 
50 per cent. of wheat seéd samples 
carry fungi of some . Some are 
important as causes of while 
others only attack broken and in- 
jured seeds.

Last summer and 
autumn raids,on Barcelona and Val- 
encia were frequent, but unpre- 
judiced correspondents pointed out 
that docks and warehouses were the 
main ends of attatk. ‘The numbers 
killed in a recent week show that the 
rebel aim has changed, and that they 
have hope of destroying the morale 
of a loyal people by a mew and fear- 
ful means.—Manchester Guardian,
